BLOOD AND TURMOIL

The Chaotic Condition of Russia’s 
Home Affairs. 


An Alleged Dynamiter’s Admissions—The 
Old Cable Companies Reducing Kates— 
Germany's Colouial Policy—The Italian 
Expedition to the Congo—Minor Mention. 


Lonpon, December 24.—The Paris correspondent 
of the Times devotes considerable space to an ac- 
count of the present state of Russia. He says: 
Count Tolstoi, the Russian Minister of the Interior, 
is chiefly engaged in the discovery and prosecution 
of Nihilists. No sooner is one society of Nihilists sup- 


pressed than another springs up. Count 
Totstoi is inundated with threats of 
death. He rafely attends the meetings 


of the Council. Whenever he stirs out, it costs 500 
roubles for ex ra police protection. While Nihilism 
is more dangerous than ever, the persecution of the 
Jews is as fierce as a few years ago, when the Euro” 
pean press boiled with indignation at tne anti-Semi- 
ticeutrages which disgraced Russia. The great 
bankers, especially those of German national- 
ity who were previously interested in 
giving wide publicity to the outrages with 
a view to prevent the investment of capital in Rus- 
sia, are now inclined to subsidize the press to pre- 
serve silence. They take tuis course for the pur- 
pose of preventing the impairment of European 
confidence in Russian finances, the condition of 
which at present is not bright. It is suffering from 
the difficuity experienced in col!ecting the revenue; 
from persistent American competition in the grain 
trade, and from the ruinous expense of the Russian 
advance to Merv. Furthermore, the protection 
system which the Moscow manufacturers obtained 
against Silesian competition has caused the 
Silesians to establish a hundred factories in Rus- 
sian Poland. In these factories German operatives 
are employed, and the Silesians are thereby enabled 
to supply the Moscow market with goods at 
prices from 5 to 10 per cent under the prices 
demanded by the Moscow manufacturers for pre- 
cisely similar articles. Despotism is increasing, 
and the press is coerced into silence. Russia is 
more and more ignoring liberal idea’ and paving 
the way to a tremendous explosion. 
BOYCOTTING OUTSIDE SPECULATORS, 
Lonpon, December 24.—Members and the govern- 
ing committee of the Stock Exchange have co- 
alesces in an attempt to repress outside broking 
agencies by refusing to supply tape prices except 
to members of the Exchange, to banks and respect- 
able non-competitors. This step has been taken be- 
cause outsiders are getting a large share of the job- 
bers’ business.

A Heavy Loss by a Scottish Society—Two 
Firemen Injured-A Baby in a Sea of 
Flame —Narrow Escape of Tenants in a 
New York Tenement—Horses Roasted. 


Crxcimwati, December 24.—A fire started this 
morning in the cellar of J. R. Mills & Co.'s s 
tionery and mercantile printing establishment, 
situated on Walnut street above Third, in the 
northwest corner of the Masonic Temple.

THE GAMBLERS’ CHRISTMAS, 

One can bardly imagine a more painful 
mockery of fun than the customary Christ- 
mas festivities on the Stock Exchange 
of New York this year. If there is 
one spot in the world whichhas been 
punished by the hard times, one spot that has 
Suffered from the revenge of fate, it is that 
chief gambling hell of the continent. After 
years of riot and revel, after fattening 
off the prosperity of the country, to 
which it has contributed nothing, its turn 
has come. Amid widespread loss and 
disaster, of which the chief causes are clearly 
traceable to this same Stock Exchange, it is 
made the chief sufferer, and in its losses it has 
no sympathy. It bas been a national vampire, 
an Old Man of the Sea on the neck of our bus- 
iness prosperity. Its gambling contests decided 
the course of financial and commercial events, 
and always to their detriment. l 

It has been a great gain to this country that 
the Broad street gambling Exchange of New 
York City has been finally relegated to its 
proper position, There was no permanency in 
any business prosperity as long as it was in the 
power of combinations of mere gamblers to 
unsettle all values, and there was no hope of 
establishing the real relations of trade until 
this vicious system was overthrown. 

The fate of the gamblers on the Stock Ex- 
change should be a warning to the gamblers in 
grain and produce on the floor of every Mer- 
chants’ Exchange and Board of Trade in the 
country, not excepting the one in St. Louis. 
As a basis for busmess gambling will not do, 
and it is only a question of time when the evil 
will cure itself at a heavy cost and great loss 
to its supporters.

Chicago’s Republican organs can see noth-

To the Fditor af the Post-Dispatch: 

Your laudabie habit of allowing those who differ 
from you to appear in your columns emboldens me 
to say a serious word on the other side of the bob- 
tail car question, , 

The discussion started for sensational purposes, 
and to make the paper sell, has been taken up by a 
writer in a so-called society paper of the town, who 
brags that he has swindled a certain railroad out of 
twenty cents, thus leaving the measure of bis moral 
and manly stature and a treatment of the subject 
that right, minded people will hardy approve. 

Now, what are the facts? I have reason to believe 
that all the carson our city roads, both single and 
double. are in as good condition as in any other 
city; that while all the roads would gladly run 
double cars, they can only do so where travel is 
heavy enouch to pay for such service. Desirous to 
accommodate the public, as to do so is profitable, it 
bas been found that neat, we l-kept single cars fully 
accomplish this end on all diverging lines where 
travel isiight. Rapidity and frequency of service 
is what the public want, and two single cars can be 
run at about the expense of one double car, I think. 
If a passenger going down town or elsewhere 
misses a receding car he is served best if he can get 
another in about three minutes. 

Wherever the patronage will warrant, as on the 


Franklig Avanue, Washington Avenue or 
Olive “Street Lines, weil-appointed double 
cars run about every three minutes. 


Other roads, like the Gravois, the Jefferson avenue 
and Union lines. which have only a light traffic, can, 


single cars. Some of these lines, like the Bellfon- 
taine, run an excellent equipment of single cars and 
also double cara, night and morning, when travel is 
the heaviest, and a service every three inmutes. 

Any one at all familiar with street car traffic in 
other cities knows how erowded cars are in Boston, 
Brooklyn and Philadelphia. There is, unfortunate- 
ly, rarely a crowd in St. Louis, save night and morn- 
jaz, and this is reasonably well served, I believe. 
For this reason railroad property here (save the 
three first named lines, abie to use double cars) has 
— enough patronage to make their lines success -

Public service by boat, railway, street car or 
newspapers wiil ust its service to the volume of 
patronage, and that service will arrauge itself all 
the way from the most sumptuous, where patron- 
age is arge. to the most scanty where the returns 
are insufficient to meet expenses, Itis just as un- 
reasonable to compiain of single cars on sparsely 
populated and extended lines as to complain when 
we have to pay five cents for a Post-D1ispatTou. when 
in New York a twelve-page Won is sold for two 
cents. 

It is easy for a man who is paid to find fault to do 
so, but he should give reasonable basis for argu- 
ment to carry weight, 

Now, if cars are well appointed, clean and have 
good horses, if the service is frequent and desir- 
ous to make its patrons comfortable, it will hard 
to make reasonable people believe it a hardship to 
pass up their fares or complain seriously at a load- 
ed car of people. who will get on rather than walt 
three minutes for the next car. ; 

Where it is found by a loug experience that cars 
average only from seven to nine passe each 
way, it is sure yoreasonabie to expect companies 
to haul cars accommodating twenty-four seats.

THE LAW OF ALIMONY. .- 


An Interesting Decision on this Subject by 
Judge Lubke. * 

Judge Lubke delivered an interesting opinion this 
morning in the case of Johanna against John Mitch- 
ell. on an application to modify the order for ali- 
mony. The case was tried and a decreeof divorce 
granted the wife in April. 183. She was given the 


custody of three of the children, and the busband 
retained the other four, she being allowed 515 per 
month alimony. 

When the decree was passed Mrs. Mitchell was still 
living in the husband's house, and coasequentiy 
she took®possession of all the children and the 
premises and ousted him. He therenpon brought a 
suit in ejectment against her and obtained a judg- 
ment for possession, $108 damages, $12 monthly 
rentsand $20 costs. Since May 1. of this year 
the husband has pai no - alimony, 
claiming that if she sued him for it he would off-set 
the claim by his judgment against her. This Judge 
Lubke holds he could do.as a judgment for alimon 
is nothing more than adebt, the coilection of whic 
cannot be enforced in any manner different from 
ot her debts. The plaintiff m the case now comes 
into court and asks for a modification of the decree 
for alimony ** as to award her $30 per month. 
The Court olds that inasmuch as the 
eldest of the three children is of age and declines to 
do anything towards the support of his mother and 
that the other two children awarded her are giris. 
one of whom will soon be of age, leaving her a small 
one to support, ber alimony should be decreased to 
$22 50 per month,

The State Board of Heatth acknowledge that Dr. 
McCoy's ability is beyond question and that 
his aitainments are as good as those 
of any hysician in Missouri, so they 
do not use him a license because 
tlley fear he would endanger the lives of his pa- 
tients on account of ignorance. Hence it would 
seem that the license is withheld — because Dr. 
McCoy is able to perform cures considered by the 
board incurabie and becuuse he makes known pub- 
licly his ability to do so. One thing is certain: Dr. 
McCoy is not going to be frightened away from St. 
Louis by these attempts on the of the Board 
of Health, and will test their autbority in the 
hight? courts. Dr. McCoy is a New York City phy- 
sician of recognized ability even in the metropolis. 
He will continue to see patients as usual at his 
office. and awaits the decision of the courts without 
the least fear.
